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Fed nominee Yellen passes key 
Senate hurdle 



Jury awards Apple S290 
mn in Samsung patent 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Janel YeUen passed a key hur¬ 
dle niursday on her way to 
take the helm of the US Fed¬ 
eral R.e£erve when she earned 
the endorsement of the Senate 
Banlang Committee. 

President Barack Obama's 
pick to replace Fed Chairman 
Ben Bemanke now needs ap¬ 
proval of the Senate, a near- 
certainty especially after a 
deeply controversial mles 
chang e on vettin g ^Vlnte 
House nominees ty Democ¬ 
rats 

The rules idiange removes 
the oppoitumty for Republi¬ 
cans to block nominations if 
they cannot gamer the support 
of at least dO of the lOQ sena¬ 
tors. Now a simple m^onty 
will suffice, making it unnec¬ 
essary for Yellen to get the 
backing of at least five Repub¬ 
licans. 

Hiree Republicans joined 11 
Democrats in the banking 
committee's 14-S vote for 


Yellen, who breezed through a 
confinnation heanng witli tlie 
p anel last week. 

Democratic Senator Eliza¬ 
beth Warren, a key financial 
institution watchdog m Con¬ 
gress, hailed Yellen as an "ex¬ 
traordinarily qualified woman'* 
for the post and expressed sur- 
piise tlrat eight on tlie commit¬ 
tee had voted against her 

"Janet Yellen has impecca¬ 
ble credentials, and I'm very 
pleased she was voted out of 
committee with bipartisan 
b acking," said Warren. 

If approved, Yellen, cur¬ 
rently tlie Fed's vice chair, 
would become the first woman 
to lead tlie world's most pow¬ 
erful central bank. 

At 61, she has burlt a strong 
reputation as an academic 
economist, teacliing at the Um- 
versity of Cahfoima at Berke¬ 
ley, and as a veteran 
policymaker at the central 
bank. 

Mamed to economics Nobel 


Prize wiimer George Akerlo t 
she has a long-tenn interest in 
the impact of joblessness on 
the economy and has helped 
keep fed policy focused on 
bringing down, the unemploy¬ 
ment rate. 

She has also been closely 
identified witli the Fed's open¬ 
ing up of its once-mysterious 
policy tlnnking, with the cen¬ 
tral bank communicating what 
It sees in the economy and the 
expected direction of monetary 
policy far more openly than 10 
years ago. 

In til at she has been closely 
allied to Bemanke, who is 
stepping down after eight years 
as Fed chairman during whi ch 
he played a cmcial role m res¬ 
cuing the economy fiomtlie fi¬ 
nancial crisis of 20QS. 

In the confimiation hearing 
last week, she made clear she 
would not break fi'omtlie stim¬ 
ulus policies put in place by 
Bemanke to get the US econ¬ 
omy into higher geai'm tlie 
wake of die ?OQS-JOQS reces¬ 
sion 

But a numb er o f PL.epubh can 
senators raised questions about 
the risks of tlie Fed's ultra-low 
interest rate and tlie multi-tril- 
lion dollar pile of assets it has 
piled up as a result of its ongo¬ 
ing quantitative easing stimu¬ 
lus program. 

Michael Crapo, the commit¬ 
tee's top Republican, said he 
voted against Yellen because 
of her support for the stimulus, 
now purchasing assets at a 
pace 0 f $ S5 billion a montli. 

"The long-term costs of 
these policies are urideai and 
worrisome," be said. 

A full Senate vote on her 
nomination was expected to be 
scheduled for early December, 
and with Democrats holding a 
maj onty m the body, approval 
appeared certain. 

However, it was not yet 
deal' how furious Republicans 
would react to the rules change 
decided Hmrsday after 
YeUen'snomination clearly tlie 
banlciiig committee. 

Flior to tlie lules change, at 
least five R.ep.ublicans had said 
diey would vote for Yellen.

Apple has accused its Soutli 
Korean rival of massive and 
willful copying of its designs 
and technology for smart¬ 
phones and tablets and won the 
landmark case in a jury deci¬ 
sion m August 3012. But the 
case has been on hold pending 
multiple appeals. 

Hie original verdict for 
some $ 1 billion was reduced in 
March when Judge Lucy Koh 
invalidated some $450 million 
and ordered a retrial on por¬ 
tions of the case 

Even though Apple won the 
landmark case last year, this 
has not had much impact on 
the new smaitphones lutting 
tlie market, though the Cab for¬ 
ma maker of the iPhone is

White House press blasts 
Obama administration on access 

WASHINGTON. November 21, 2D13 (AFP) - Reporters 
and photo graphers Thursday accused the Wlute House of de¬ 
liberately blocking their access to President Barack Obama 
and of substituting its own 'visual press releases" for inde¬ 
pendent news coverage 

In a letter to White House spokesman Jay Carney, tlie White 
House Correspondents Association (WHCA) and other news 
organizations said the practice belied the administration's 
claims to a new level of transparency 

Tlie letter registered alarm that the Wlute House bans cov¬ 
erage of Dbama at certain events, deeming them pnvate, but 
later releases photographs and videos firom its own in-house 
news and public relations operation. 

"Joumdists are routinely being denied the right to photo- 
gr^h or videotape the President wlule he is performing Ins of¬ 
ficial duties,' the letter said. 

"As surely as if they were placing a hand over a journalist's 
camera lens, officials in tins administration are blocking the 
public from having an independent view of important func¬ 
tions of the Executive Branch of government." 

"You are, in effect, replacing independent photojournalism 
with visual press releases," the letter told Carney, calling the 
practice a "troubling break firom tradition."

and media manipulation. 

Abdelliakim Dekliar, 4S, 
was arrested on Wednesday 
after a major manhunt follow¬ 
ing a shoolmg at tlie left-wing 
newspaper Liberation that left 
an assistant photo graph ei' seri¬ 
ously hurt, and anotlier at the 
headquaitei's of the Societe 
General e bank. 

His DNA matched samples 
from tlie scenes of the attacks, 
officials said 

Dekhai’ worked in a restau¬ 
rant rn the British capital, 
Molms said He came to France 
in July with tlie mtentiou of 
staying here a month but never 
returned to London 

Tlie undated letters found by 
investigators after his attacks 
are incoherent and attempt to 
explarn his actions, investiga¬ 
tors said. 

They denounce capitalism 
and sp eak 0 f" a pi Dl aimed at tlie 
return of fascism in tlie media, 
m banks, in the pokey on sub¬ 
urbs,* Molins said. 

Dekhar also accused journal¬ 
ists "ofbemgpaid to feedhesto 
citizens" and decried what he 
saw as die "dehumanisatiDn“ of 
people living in tlie suburbs. 
Molins said the letters merit 
"being shown to a psychiatrist" 

One letter mentioned Libya, 
Syria and tlie situation in the 
Arab world, news channel 
BFMTV said. 

Dekhar was arrested 
Wednesday evening in a velncle 
in an underground parking lot m 
the northwestern Pans suburb of 
Bois-Colombes, after appai- 
ently trying to commit suicide. 
He was in a semi-conscious 
state 

Tlie shooter opened fire with 
a H-gauge shotgun at tlie of¬ 
fices of Liberation early on 
Monday, hitting a ?3-yeai'-old 
photographer's assistant as he 
hauled gear in the lobby, then 
firing anodier blast that lut the 
roof be fore leaving withm sec¬ 
onds. 

Police say the shooter was 
the same man who last Friday 
stormed into the Pans head¬ 
quarters of a 24-hour TV news 
chaimel, BFMTV, briefly 
tiireatemiig staff witli a gun be¬ 
fore liuiiying out. 


CARACAS (AFP) - Venezuela 
accused the United States of “ui- 
lerference" m its internal affairs 
after Washington expressed con¬ 
cern that Resident Nicolas 
M aduro had b eeii granted p o wers 
to rule by decree. 

In a statement, tlie Foreign 
Ministry declared its "most 
profound, categorical and ener¬ 
getic rejection" of Wednesday’s 
comments by State Department 
spokeswoman Jen Psaki. 

"These statements ai'eanew 
demonstration of the interfer¬ 


ence by the autliorities of the 
United States in the internal af¬ 
fairs of our county and consti¬ 
tute an act that shows how tlie 
Venezuelan opposition exe¬ 
cutes, shameles^y, tlie agenda 
set down by tlie State Depart¬ 
ment to destabilize our home¬ 
land," it said. 

Hie National Assembly on 
Tliesday passed enabling legisla- 
tinn diat gives Maduro broad 
powers to wage an "economic 
war," combat conuption and pro¬ 
mote "economic order m ti’ansi- 


tonto sociahsm." 

The foreign mini sty said die 
Venezuelan constitubon dlows for 
die president to be granted qi eciai 
powers to pass laws by deci'ee. 

Acknowledging as much on 
Wednesday, Psaki said "that 
doesn't make it okay." 

"We feel... it's essenti ally im¬ 
portant for die people to have a 
voice in any county in any de¬ 
cision-making process," she 
told reporters.‘And diat's why 
die separaton of powers is so 
imp oitanl." 


This would be die fiftli time 
in 14 year's since Maduro's 
predecessor Hugo Chavez 
came to power that the presi¬ 
dent has been given decree 
powers. 

Hiey have been used at one 
tme or anotlier by every 
Venezuelan president in the 
past 4Q yeai's 

Venezuela has long had ad¬ 
versarial relations with the 
United Stales even diough it re¬ 
mains the biggest market for 
Venezuelan oil exports

Cost from disasters quadrupled in 30 years: World Bank 


WARSAW (AFP) - The bill 
from natural and weather dis¬ 
asters IS nearly $200 billion 
(150 billion euros) a year; four 
times higher than in the 
1930s, the World Bank said. 

"As the global climate con- 
tniues to change, the costs and 
damages from more extreme 
weather related to a warming 
planet are growing,“ it re¬ 
ported on tlie sidelines of UN 
climate talks in Warsaw. 

Disasters cost nearly $4 tnl- 
liDii (2 96 trillion euros) over 
the last 3Q years, about two- 


thirds of which was due to ex¬ 
treme storms, floods and 
drought, and killed more than 
2. S million people, it said in a 
cost analysis 

World Bank president Jim 
Yong Kim said that Typhoon 
Haiyaii, tire most powerful ty¬ 
phoon ever to hit the Pliilip- 
pines, had "brought into shaip 
focus how climate change is 
intensifying the severity of 
extreme weather events" 

He said in the report: ‘Such 
tragic events show that the 
world can no longer afford to 


pnt off action to slow green¬ 
house emissions, and help 
countries prepare for a world 
of greater climate and disaster 
nsks." 

Hie document included es¬ 
timates of the cost from lives 
and jobs lost as well as dam¬ 
age to property and infrashmc- 
ture. 

In the 19 S0s, it said, the an¬ 
nual cost was about $50 bil¬ 
lion, quadrupling to $200 
billion per year in the last 
decade, 

"Weather-related economic 


impacts are especially high in 
fast - gro win g, nii idl e -in co me 
countries due to increasingly 
exposed, valuable assets," 
said the report 
Hurricane Tomas wiped ont 
the equivalent of43percentDf 
the GDP of St Luci a in 2010. 

The 2 00 S-11 drought m the 
Horn of Africa, winch at its 
peak saw 13.3 million people 
without enough food, caused 
estimated losses of $ 12.1 bil¬ 
lion in Kenya alone. 

The World Bank said more 


must be done to help vulnera¬ 
ble countries adapt to climate 
change and prepai'e for 
weather disasters. 

Wlnle no single weatlier 
event can be blamed with cer¬ 
tainty on climate change, sci¬ 
entists have long been 
waimng o f ever more extreme 
floods, heat-waves, cyclones 
and Ollier effects 0 f a warnung 
planet. 

Ttie bill IS complex, deriving 
also from a country's pre- 
pai'edness to cope with disas¬ 
ters.

THE HAGUE -Rotterdam city 
council in 2011 paid almost 
€lm to health insiurance com¬ 
pany Zilveren Kmis to luy off 
the debts of araimd 1,DQQ so¬ 
cial security benefit claimants. 

Tlie AD broke the stoiy on 
TLui'sday mormng, and it was 
later confirmed by a city coun¬ 
cil alderman. In total. 2,500 
people had their debts paid. 

The council executive says 
it made tlie payments to pre¬ 
vent the people getting into 
fiirth er financial difficulty. Ac¬ 
cording to the AD, the full 
council was not informed 
about the deal to head off neg¬ 
ative reactions. 

Tie debts were paid of peo¬ 
ple who were on tlie verge of 
ending up on the official debt 
register, which wo old have 
made their financial problems 
worse. 

In total, €7m was owed to 
the health insurance company 
Of that, almost €lm was paid 
by the council and a smaller 
sum by tire health insurers' as- 
soctation CVZ. Health insur¬ 
ance pramums include a smn 
to cover unpaid debts, aZilv- 
eren Kruis spokesman told the 
paper. 

It IS unclear how much of 
the money has since been re¬ 
covered from the benefit 
claunants or if they were paid 
extra healthcare benefits at tire 
lime. ZiJveren Kruis says some 
7,ODD people to Rotterdam are 
currently in arrears witli their 
premiums.

PARIS (AFPI - The 32 teams who will play at the 2014 WorlA Cup after Uruguay filled 
theftnal qualifying berth on Tuesday. Draw for the tournament is on December 6. The 
2014 FIFA World Cup will be the 20th FIFA World Cup, an international men's football 
tournament that is scheduled to take place in Brazil from 12 June to 13 Juty 20^4.\2] It 
will be the second time that Brazil has hosted the competition, the previous being in 
1950. Brazil will become the fifth country to have hosted the World Cup twice, after 
Mexico, Italy, France, and Germany. Thirty^o countries'teams will take part in the fi¬ 
nals tournament playing in 12 cities throughout Brazil. It is scheduled to be the first 
World Cup to be held in South Am erica since the 1378 WortdCupm Argentina, the first 
time two consecutive World Cups are staged outside Europe, and the first time two 
consecutive World Cups are staged m the Southern Hemisphere^ since the2010 World 
C up was held in South Africa, tt will also be the first World C up to use goal-lme tech¬ 
nology. Spain is the defending champion, having defeated the Netherlands 1-0 in the 
2010 World Cup final.

MADRID (AFP) - Barcelona 
superstar Lionel Messi praised 
archrival Cnstiana Ronaldo's 
goal-scoring prowess in an in¬ 
terview pub lislied Thursday as 
speculation mounted tliat tlie 
Portuguese internaEionai could 
be picked as World Player of 
tlie Yeai'. 

A day after picking up a 
Golden Bool awai'd for sconng 
46 league goals last season, 
more than any other player in 
Europe, Ihe 26-year-old Messi 
paid respect to his Real Madrid 
rival. 

“I don't know if Cnstiano 
R-onald o i s at hi s p eak but he is 
always there scoring goals in 
ail the games and taking p ait in 
Ins club and national side," 
Messi told Spanish sports daily 
Mai'ca and other European 
sports journalists. 

The 23-year-old Ronaldo is 
emerging as tlie favourite to 
pick up this year's Ballon d'Qr 
for tlie world's best player over 
four-time winner Messi. 

Ronaldo scored a hat-trick 
on Tuesday as Portugal beat 
Sweden to qualify for their 
fourth straight World Cup fi¬ 
nals and he tops tlie Spanish 
league scoreboard so far this 
season with 16 goals in 13 
matches.
